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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kashihara et 
al. (US 6,081,054) in view of Binder (US 4,293,788). 

Kashihara et al. disclose an automotive alternator comprising brushes 10 disposed to 
overlap the regulator 18 in the axial direction and the centerlines of the brushes, the regulator and 
the connector 23 being disposed on approximately the same plane extending in a radial direction, 
the rectifier 12 is disposed symmetrically to the same plane, and the plurality of intake holes 2a 
formed in the case 2 at the position corresponding to the rectifier. However, Kashihara et al. do 
not disclose the centerlines of the brushes, the regulator and the connector being disposed on 
substantially the same plane extending in a radial direction. 

Binder discloses in Figures 1 and 2 an automotive alternator having brushes 17a and 17b 
disposed to overlap the regulator 16b and the centerlines of the brushes, the regulator and the 
connector (Re column 4, lines 12-20) being disposed on substantially the same plane extending 
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in a radial direction (Re Figure 2) for the purpose of providing effective cooling for the voltage 
regulator and the alternator while permitting to the brush holder assembly and the regulator. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to design the alternator as taught by Kashihara et al. and to provide the 
centerlines of the brushes, the regulator and the connector being disposed on substantially the 
same plane extending in a radial direction as taught by Binder for the purpose of providing 
effective cooling for the voltage regulator and the alternator while permitting to the brush holder 
assembly and the regulator. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on November 26, 2002 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

(1) The title of invention: according to MPEP § 606 the examiner should require the 
substitution of a new title that is clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are 
directed. Examiner suggests: An Automotive Alternator Mounting a Brush, Regulator and 
External Plug Connector. 

(2) Claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e). Examiner directs applicants' attention to 
35 U.S.C. § 102(b) and § 102(e) that clearly define that the § 102(b) applies to prior art patented 
or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States . 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
